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At  the  culmination  of  a  project  so 
vast  as  the  development  of  the  State 
Office  Building  there  is  necessarily  a 
pause  —  a  moment  when,  being 
human,  we  experience  an  intense 
feeling  of  pride. 

We  are  proud  of  this  building,  and 
of  all  the  many  people,  in  so  many 
different  fields  of  endeavor,  who 
have  worked  so  long  and  so  hard 
toward  this  moment. 

It  is  a  monument  to  the  progress 
which  we  are  making  within  the 
Commonwealth  —  a  thing  of  beauty 
as  well  as  efficiency.  To  all  who  have 
had  a  part  in  this  effort,  my  sincere 
thanks. 


GOVERNOR 
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The  State  Office  Building  is  an  integral  part 
of  the  Government  Center  complex,  and  it's 
completion  reflects  the  driving,  dynamic 
forces  present  in  the  Commonwealth  today. 

Not  only  has  the  State  Office  Building 
expanded  the  city's  and  state's  economy 
through  its  construction  —  it  will  continue 
for  many  years,  through  centralization  of  the 
State's  many  services,  to  mean  increased  ad- 
ministrative efficiency  and  resulting  economy 
for  the  citizens  of  Massachusetts. 

Even  the  statistics  of  the  building  are  im- 
pressive. Twenty-two  towering  stories  of 
ultra-modern,  air-conditioned  office  space  to 
house  21  State  agencies  with  some  3,200 
employees,  28  conference  rooms  —  a  caf- 
eteria to  seat  400  — 14  fully  automatic 
passenger  elevators  —  medical  rooms  — 
lounges  —  an  underground  garage  for  300 
cars  that  doubles  as  an  emergency  shelter  for 
7,000  persons. 


Perhaps  most  notable  is  the  second  floor 
design  —  half  an  acre  of  space  with  full 
height  windows  on  all  four  sides.  One  side 
looks  out  on  a  modern,  lighted  pool  and 
fountain  —  a  promenade  around  the  other 
3  sides  allows  the  public  to  view  display 
areas  devoted  to  promoting  the  Story  of 
Progress  in  Massachusetts.  All  told,  it  is  the 
culmination  of  a  long  effort  to  consolidate 
the  scattered  State  bureaus,  agencies,  divi- 
sions and  departments  in  the  Beacon  Hill 
area.  Its  completion  involved  countless  man- 
hours  of  work  by  the  Governor,  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  Mayor  of  Boston,  the  City  Council, 
Architects,  Engineers,  Contractors  and  Work- 
men, as  well  as  many  officials,  agencies  and 
a  host  of  others. 

Its  success  is  assured  .  .  .  and  the  overall 
magnificent  project  is  something  which  each 
one  of  us,  as  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth, 
may  point  to  with  immeasurable  pride.
